Tax Collections Show 
City Financially Sound 


City officials, of course, will be pleased 
that tax collections are running ahead 
of budget estimates. Preliminary reports 
show there will be about two million dol- 
lars more than anticipated, with record 
collections of more than 22 millions. 


It is always a comfortable feeling to 
have money in the bank over and above 
expenses. In city financing it is especially 
important to have a sound fiscal position. 
Atlanta has had such a position for years. 
If the proposed program of capital im- 
provements goes through, there will be 
no trouble in selling the city’s bonds. 


Part of the increase comes about 
through the tax reappraisal program. 
This was the source of much dissatisfac- 
tion and complaints. Many of these 
still are pending. Officials should make 
every effort to assure uniformity and 
fairness. 


As Mayor Hartsfield puts it, “When a 
city grows, it grows all over.” This has 
resulted in increased demands upon At- 
lanta and its taxpayers. Atlantans pay 
the highest per capita tax of any large 
or medium-sized city in Georgia. 

The figures lend strength, moreover, 
to the charge that the extent of the reap- 
praisal actually amounted to a tax hike 
despite the rate reduction. 

Keeping the city in the black is im- 
portant. Providing the necessary services 
and improvements also is important. At 
the same time, the taxpayers are entitled 
to adjustments in millage rates when 
these conditions are met and surpluses 
exist.

More efficiency is another way 
of saying less cost of operation, 
and less cost of governmental op- 
eration means less or at least no 
more taxes. 


A recent report by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce shows 
the cost of state government in 
Georgia up 535 per cent in the 
past 13 years. During that period, 
1942 to 1956, state tax collections 
in Georgia increased over 400 
per cent. 

For the fiscal year 1955-56 total 
tax collections for the state hit 
the astronomical figure of $296,- 
514,316. 

More than that, State Revenue 
Commissioner T. V. Williams* has 
announced that receipts since 
July 1 are six million dollars 
over the figure of last year for 
the same period.. 

During the current fiscal year 
education will get the lion’s share 
of the budget—almost 152 million 
dollars or almost 53 cents of 
every tax dollar spent. 

Highways, construction and 
maintenance, will receive over 67

millions or 23.3 per cent of the 
budget. <i 

State welfare is tabbed for al- 
most 33 millions or 11.4 per cent 
of the budget, and health and hos- 
pitals over 10 millions. 

All other expenses of govern- 
ment, and they are Many, are to 
get $25,500,000 or 8.9 per cent of 
the taxpapers’ dollary

The Tree Climbing Haggards were born too 
soon, You remember the Tree Climbing Haggards. 
They were the characters who.used {to follow Gov. . -— 
Gene Talmadge around to all his barbecues. They'd get there early, 
while the crowd was gathering, and climb up in the tall trees around 
the speaker’s stand and holler encouragement to Ol’ Gene, helping him 
to get in a weaving way on the hustings. 


There has been a great change 
in the art of tree climbing since 
the heyday of the Haggards. I 
came home the other afternoon 
to—find—the_trees at my house 
full of people. They were way 
up in the tops of the tallest trees. 
Finally I hollered at one and he 
came down. 


He was a young man, big and 
sleepy looking and he moved 
loose-jointed, like a cat.

Fanatics Disregard 


Logical Use of Mind 


I get much mail in regard to ‘‘faith-healing”’ 
and related subjects. These letters come mainly 


from three distinct groups of people. 


(1) Those 


who scoff, who believe faith to be a fake and ridicule any who do be- 
lieve in prayer as fanatics and frauds. (2) Those who believe in heal- 
ing by faith to the point they refuse to recognize medical science, 
have .no patience with the physician and insist that all healing is by 


faith, and faith alone. 

(3) Those who want to believe 
but can’t be sure. They would like 
additional light on the subject. 

Many people find themselves at 
times in each of the three groups. 
There are some ‘“‘faith-healers’’ 
they believe to be fakes; they do 
believe in medicine; yet they be- 
lieve that faith and prayer are 
real and they want to believe more 
than they do believe. 


Let me say that multitudes of 
intelligent, thinking people believe 
that faith-healing (‘‘Spiritual ther- 
apy’ may be a better name for 
it) is real and can be trusted. 
That belief is based on four trust- 
worthy witnesses: 


(1) The Bible. From Genesis to 
Revelation we find the power of 
God bringing itself to bear upon 
sickness of every kind. We see the 
Son of God healing all manner of 
sickness and we hear Him com- 
manding His disciples to do three 
things; preach, teach and heal. 


(2) Modern science. Every re- 
liable physician considers, two 
main factors in the healing Ge any 
disease: What medicine and sur- 
gery will accomplish. What nature 
will do. 


Men of medicine learn to coop- 
erate with nature. They know that

under almost identical treatment 
some die and others get well. 
There is something beyond science 
that works for the health ef man. 

Religion believes this ‘“some- 
thing” to be the power God 
which can be appropriated through 
the prayer of faith. No physician 
claims that healing comes through 
science alone. 


(3) Psychology. We are *learn- 
ing through the study of the total 
man that, as Weatherhead said it, 
“Sometimes it is more important 
to know what kind of a fellow has 
a germ than what kind of a germ 
has a fellow.”’ 


Or as Dr. Weir Mitchell said, 
“There are no diseases, there are 
only sick persons,” and often it is 
more important to treat the man 
than the disease. Faith and prayer 
do much for #he man. , 


(4) Common sense. A fanatic is 
one who does not think but just 
feels. Imagine-an automobile go- 
ing down the road with a powerful 
motor but no steering wheel and 
no brakes. That is fanaticism. 


God gave us a mind to think 
with. Faith and prayer sharpens 
that mind and brings our lives 
into right relationship with good 
judgment.

Keep Science Alive 


For some time now educators and others 

have been concerned over the nation’s scientific sag 
leadership. Young people apparently aren’t rush- US 

ing into the ranks of the inquiring minds. The hard subjects in school 
have been skirted and higher math is sinking lower as a beckoning 
goal for the student, That has been the picture painted on the na- 
tional scene and those connected with our progress in the area of 
split atoms and other intricate happenings are inclined to worry a bit. 


And just the other day a study 
made by the Southern Regional 
¢Educational Board said the South 
has the rest of the nation to thank 


for most of the scientists at work | 


today in Dixie. 


The survey found that about 
three-fourths of the physicists and 
chemists with Ph.D.s and about 
two-thirds of the mathematicians 
with Ph.D.s now practicing their 
arts in the South received their 
highest degrees in some other part 
of the country. 


Algo, it was found, the South is 
losing numbers of its highly 
trained scientists to other sections. 


Since most of the schools grant- 
ing Ph.D.s in the fields of science 
and math are outside of Dixie, one 
can assume that fact accounts for 
much of the importation of scien- 
tific talent. Nevertheless, our sec- 
tion must try to meet its gwn 


With this in mind I’ve made a 
little investigation of math and sci- 
ence on thé Georgia high school 
front. How many students are tak- 
ing these subjects? 

DeKalb County’s ‘schd®@ people 
have: provided a breakdown of the 
situation in the DeKalb system. 

The state requires for gradua- 

at student have one 
and one in math. 
The 1956 graduates in DeKalb took 


twice as much science as required 
and nearly two and one-half times 
as much math needed to graduate. 


Slightly over 83 per cent of the 
graduates had a course in Algebra 
I, and nearly 42 per cent had taken 
General Math. Slightly more than 
14.5 per cent of the 837 graduates 
in 1956 had Advanced Algebra (Al- 
gebra I and II prerequisites), 


Only 8.6 per cent of the gradu- 
ates had taken trigonometry, how- 
ever. Approximately 37 per cent 
took geometry. The national aver- 
age for graduates taking this sub- 
ject in 1955 was 11 per cent. 


Nearly 78 per cent of the DeKalb 
classes of 1956 took general science 
and 64 per cent took biology. Ap- 
proximately one-third had chemis- 
try and almost a fourth had 
physics. 

These figures surprise me mod- 
erately. I had no idea these re- 
putedly hard subjects had as many 
contestants as the statistics show. 
Evidently there is some acorn 
planting going on in the high 
schools, if the DeKalb situation is 
representative. 

The mighty ‘scientific oaks are 
the responsibility of later incli- 
nation and the colleges. At least 
the students aren’t leaving

Keeps Fulton 


Fulton County’s revenues are 
up and expenditures are being 
held down, keeping the county’s 
budget in a ‘‘well controlled con- 
dition,””’ Comptroller John Still 
said in a report Friday. 

The comptroller reported a 
“substantial increase’’ in all 
receipts, but explained that col- 
lections of current tax are only 
‘normally ahead’’ while collec- 
tions of delinquent tax and reve- 
nue from other sources exceeds 
expectations. 

Still said in a report on condi- 
tion of the budget that receipts 
are $738,023.77 ahead of last year, 
with the greater part of the in- 
crease from sources other than 
tax — such as real @state sales, 
court fees and sales of land and 
timber. 

Collection of delinquent tax is 
$17,565.23 higher than the budget 
estimate for the year, the comp- 
troller reported. 

On expenditures, Still said ex- 
penditures are up $232,871.56 over 
last month but well within 
planned spending. “Payment of 
large appropriations has been 
held down pending full receipt 
of current tax,’’ the report said.

a question from the floor during 
closing sessions of the U.S. Civil 
Defense Council's fifth annual 
conference at the Biltmore Hotel. 
Taylor said the costs for the 
shelters would be greatly reduced 
if they were built ‘‘while the bull- 
dozers, engineers and other man- 
power were on hand.” 


LONG ‘SUBWAYS’ 


He said the shelters could take 
the form of long “‘subways’’ be- 
neath the highways in target 
areas. He said the dual-purpose 
facilities—which normally would 
be used das parking garages— 
would have to be compartmented 
against the possibility that sec- 
tions of them would be ripped 
open by the blast effects of nu- 
clear weapons. 

Taylor said CDA already has 
joined the U.S. Dept. of Com- 
merce in a study to determine 
how the highway program can 
best be tied to civil defense ob- 
jectives, ‘‘particulary: in regard 
to evacuation.’’ 

He said St. Louis “is studying”’ 
the possibiity of underground 
freeways which would be usable as 
shelters in case of attack. 


EVACUATION 


Discussing the ‘‘importance of 
evacuation as a civil defense 
measure,’ Taylor termed it “the 
only method we feel will never be 
outmoded. Evacuation may save 
more lives than shelter in case 
we have sufficient advance warn- 
ing of an attack.” 

In response to a question as to 
“‘why the latest civil defense en- 
gineering information is so slow 
in getting to the people who need 
it,” Taylor said civil defense is 
a “billion-dollar business and we 
have not scratched the surface.’’ 
“How you can do a billion-dollar 
business with a million-dollar or- 
ganization, I just don’t know,”’ 
he said. ‘‘We’re trying to do more 
and more all the time, and have 
assigned a fulltime man as an en- 
gineering liaison with the local 
Civil Defense agencies.”’
